“MY CHIEF CONCERN.” 


HIS month witnesses the prison 

entrance and exit respectively 

of leading characters in two of 

the most notorious events of 
American history of the last decade 
the rise of racketeering and the oil 
scandals. Last week the doors of 
the Federal Penitentiary at Atlanta 
closed upon Alphonse Capone. This 
week Albert B. Fall, former Secre- 
tary of the Interior, emerges from a 
Texas jail. 


Three yellow clippings from THE 
New YorK TIMEs of nine and ten 
years ago give a dramatic, prophetic 
preface to the 
tragedy of Albert | 
Bacon Fall. The @ 
first is dated 
April 8, 1922. It 
is a dispatch 
from Washing- 
ton, beginning: 
“In announcing 
the adoption by 
the Department 
of the Interior of 
a policy for the 
protection of the Mr. Fall. 
government 
against further losses of oil in the 
California naval petroleum reserves, 
Secretary Fall today estimated that 
something like 22,000,000 barrels of 
oil had been lost through failure of 
the Wilson Administration to meet 
the needs of the situation.”’ 





This statement was made on the 
day the naval oil leases were signed 
but withheld from announcement. 
The second clipping is from the issue 
of April 19. Ironically enough, that 
day was Patriot’s Day. The dispatch 
read in part: ‘Contracts for the 
opening of the naval oil reserves in 
Wyoming to private enterprise and 
the operation of those already opened 
in California in a manner designed 
to assure the navy a permanent stor- 
age of fuel oil above ground were an- 
nounced today by Acting Secretary 
of the Interior Finney. 


“A contract with the Mammoth Oil 
Company of Delaware, a new con- 
cern, of which H. F. Sinclair of the 
Sinclair Oil Company is president, 
provides for the tapping of the so- 
called Teapot Dome in Naval Re- 
serve 3 in Wyoming. * * * Undera 
contract with the Pan-American Pe- 
troleum Company of California, the 
handling and exchange of crude oils 
from Naval Reserves 1 and 2, in Cal- 
ifornia, is provided for.’’ 

The third clipping appeared March 
20, 1923. Mr. Fall had resigned from 
the Interior Department a fortnight 
before an@ gave a farewell interview 
as he left Washington. He warned 
the American public against exploita- 
tion of its oil reserves by foreign pe- 
troleum corporations. ‘‘I am not sure 
that it is too late,’’ he said. ‘‘It is 
not too late to put my fellow-coun- 
trymen on guard that they may pro- 
tect themselves as best they may. It 
has been—this oil question which I 
hold to be the most important in the 
world—my chief concern while in 
public office.’’ 


MASTER OF THE ATOM. 


HE best of logical arguments 

having been advanced against 

attempts in Congress to get 
something out of nothing, along 
comes science with some rather dis- 
concerting evidence. Two young 
physicists, named Cockroft and Wal- 
ton, working in Lord Rutherford’s 
Cavendish Laboratory at Cambridge, 
announced that they had broken 
down atoms and had obtained 60 
per cent more energy than they had 
put into the process. If there can 
be alchemy in the scientific world,

why not in the more nebulous po- 
litical universe? 

The difference 
is that science has 
notsolvedits 
problems by reso- 
lutions and de- 
crees but by per- 
sistence. Even for 
a legislative body 
thirty years is too 
long a time  be- 
tween introduc- 
tion of a bill and 
Lord Rutherford. enactment, but in 

science many a 
theory has been examined in com- 
mittee for a generation and more. 
Consider Lord Rutherford. Thirty- 
four years have elapsed between his 
discovery of the breaking down of 
atoms by themselves and the achieve- 
ment of his laboratory assistants. 

Lord Rutherford has played with 
atoms as other men have played 
with billiard balls; and he has 
played his game in Canada, in Man- 
chester, England, and in Cambridge. 
He is a New Zealander, born sixty- 
one years ago. As a student Ernest 
Rutherford captured about all the 
honors in physics and mathematics 
that there were in New Zealand; 
then he sailed half way around the 
earth to England and Cambridge 
University and research in the Cav- 
endish Laboratory. His first investi- 
gations were amcng wireless waves, 
and from them it was a step to radio- 
activity and the first pronouncement 
of disintegration and transformation 
of so-called elements into other sub- 
stances. 

Knighthood came to him in 1914; 
last year he was one of four raised 
to the peerage by the Labor Govern- 
ment; and thus both as a scientist 
and as a peer he has taken his place 
with such figures of the past as 
Lords Kelvin and Rayleigh. Lord 
Rutherford has more the appearance 
of an out-door man, a gentleman 
farmer, than of a laboratory worker. 
He is tall, heavily built and has a 
pair of calm but penetrating eyes. 
He is an effective speaker, and for a 
change from pursuing atoms he fol- 
lows a little white ball over golf 
courses. 





CONQUEROR OF CATARACTS. 


T becomes somewhat monotonous 
I to identify Colonel Hugh Lincoln 

Cooper as the engineer of the 
world’s greatest dam and hydroelec- 
tric plant. That monotony will be 
broken when the Hoover Dam—once 
known as Boulder—is completed on 
the Colorado River. But last week 
the power flowed for the first time 
in generating units of Dnieperstroy,. 
one of the So- 
viet’s most ambi- 
tious projects, 
which, with its 
756,000 horsepow- 
er capacity, is 
now the world’s 
largest electric 
plant. It will 
serve a territory 
of 70,000 square 
miles and a popu- 
lation about as 
large as that of 
New England and 
New York State combined. Until 
the building of Dnieperstroy, the 
great barrier across the Mississippi 
at Keokuk, Iowa, was the world’s 
largest power plant, of which Colonel 
Cooper likewise was the engineer. 


Thus far Colonel Cooper has tamed 
falling waters and created power 
equivalent to the combined strength 
of a quarter of a billion horses, un- 
doubtedly greater than the equine 
population of the earth. Jove and 
his thunderbolts, Millikan and his 
cosmic rays and Rutherford and his 
atom shatterers are pigmies along- 
side of this record, and the end is 
not yet; Colonel Cooper is searching 
for other cataracts to conquer. 





Colonel Cooper. 


He began his career as a bridge 
builder. Forty years ago, just out of 
a Minnesota high school, he went to 
work for a Chicago firm of struc- 
tural iron workers. But he was not 
content with spanning streams; he 
would harness them and put them to 
work. Hydroelectric engineering and 
construction as a profession was in 
its infancy and Colonel Cooper’s lack 
of an academic technical training 
was therefore slight handicap to a 
driver and a master of detail. 

All over the world he gave jobs to 


unemployed rivers—Brazil, Mexico 
the West Indies, Egypt and Canada. 
All over the world are high dams, 
great artificial lakes and discreetly 
humming turbines which are as 
closely associated with the name of 
Hugh L. Cooper as the old model T 
was with that of the leading citi- 
zen of Dearborn, Mich. From Ni- 
agara and the power flume discharg- 
ing into Horseshoe Falls to the 
Dnieper, from the Mississippi to the 
Nile, from Muscle Shoals to Sao 
Paolo and the Susquehanna, the 
Cooper name has been written in 
rivers. Where did he pick up his 
colonelcy? By being some ornament 
on a Governor’s staff? Between 
1917 and 1918 he was a colonel of 
engineers and in charge of that gal- 
loping construction work at Bor- 
deaux, where docks and warehouses 
appeared almost overnight. 

Russia will never go all the way 
back to capitalism, Colonel Cooper 
believes. ‘‘The United States is de- 
veloping its natural resources .under 
the private ownership plan and will 
continue to do so,’”’ he says. ‘‘Rus- 
sia is developing its natural resources 
under the communistic or State own- 
ership plan and will continue to do 
so until its leaders learn from experi- 
ence that they must change. The 
future economic history of the world 
largely depends upon the outcome of 
this unavoidable competition.’’

HE House of Representatives 

passed with a whoop last week 

the Goldsborough bill which 
would have the Federal Reserve 
Board stabilize the purchasing power 
of the dollar. To some economists 
the provisions of the bill are much 
like ‘‘Resolved: That vice shall be 
abolished and that virtue shall pre- 
vail.’’ 


Almost every session of Congress 
there is a Goldsborough banking bill 
or two, brain childs of Representa- 
tive Thomas Alan Goldsborough of 
the Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee and the Eastern Sho’ of 
Maryland. Although he is a law- 
yer, his hobby is banking, which 
he can discuss until the cows 
come home. The 
House listens to 
him on this sub- 
ject with respect. 
Mr. Goldsborough 
is an emphatic 
speaker, slaps his 
palms together 
and pounds _ his 
fist on the table. 

It was Mr. 
Goldsborough who 
flew in the face 
Mr. Goldsborough °f Pleas of Secre- 

tary Mills’ and 
General Dawes to soft-pedal the fact 
that the Glass-Steagall banking bill 
contained a section which author- 
ized the release of about $800,000,000 
in gold reserves so that this country 
might better withstand raids upon 
its gold by France. In the debates 
Representative Steagall and other 
sponsors stressed the benefits small 
banks of the country would receive 
from the bill. Not so Mr. Golds- 
borough. He urged the House to 
pass the bill not alone for the small 
banker but so that this country 
would have ‘‘all the gold we need 
and France could take her gold and 
go to hell with it.’’ 


Over on Maryland’s Eastern Shore, 
the name Goldsborough means as 
much as ‘Calvert’? and ‘‘Carroll’’ in 
less provincial sections of the State. 
Mr. Goldsborough is the only dry in 
his State delegation, and he has 
been coming to Congress for nine 
years.
